One 
Other wheab has a higher percentage 
than arquiss and that is Turkey, a 
winter wheat that is grown in the 
majority of States. Of the spring 
wheats, however, Marquis is the first 
m popularity anl leals all the spring 
wheats by about 8 per cent of the 
total wheat area of the States. In 
1919 some twelve million acres of Mar 
quis wheat were grown in the United 
States. 

The Experimental Farms, always 
keeping in mind their objective of an 
early, high yielding wheat of good 
milling qualities, have been able ot 
introduce other wheats of less com¬ 
mercial value but still of utmost im¬ 
portance for certain districts. Among 
these other wheats should be noted 
kuby, Prelude and Huron. Ruby 
wheat is a wheat which ripens about 
eight to ten days earlier than Mar¬ 
quis and is, therefore suitable in dis¬ 
tricts where Marquis, in tne average 
ytar, is a little too late. Ruby, how¬ 
ever, is not as high yielding or of as 
good milling quality as Marquis, and 
should, therefore, only be grown 
in districts where Marquis is not a 
sure crop. The Prelude wheat is an 
extremely early whhat, suitable only 
fir districts where the season is very 
short. Prelude will ripen about 14 
days earlier than Marquis or four to 
eight days earlier than Ruby. 

The above wheats are most adapt 
ed to western conditions, but it has 
been found that thev give excellent 
lesuits under eastern Canadian con¬ 
ditions, tspecially if grown in some¬ 
what heavier soils. The cereal Div¬ 
ision. when considering its wheat 
work, has always kept in mind that 
Huron wheat was introduced for use 
i n Eastern Canada on the lighter 
soils. Huron is a bearded. Wheat 
which givers good results on the 
met with in Eastern Canada. 

The introduction of the above 
wheats has financially meant a great 
deal to Canada.

(Experimental Farms Note) 


The Canadian Council of Agricul-* 
tu re, which meets in Winnipeg or 
N ovember 14, will discuss regulation* 
governing the landing of Canadian 
store and fat cattle in Great Britain. 


During the. Alberta harvest, mem¬ 
bers and officials of the provincial 
government, headed by Hon. George 
Hoadley, Minister of Agriculture, wit¬ 
nessed machinery in operation which 
harvests without binder twine" or 
stooking. The exhibition took place 
on the farm of J. H. Hauser, of Kil- 
/am, the inventor. Mr. Hauser uses 
an ordinary push binder with a 12- 
foot swath, cutting to a five- or six- 
inch stubble and laying the grain in 
winrows on this stubble. An exten¬ 
sion attachment to the machine is 
dropped on the second round of the 
field to the level of the machine table 
thus running the grain from the sec¬ 
ond found out 24 feet, laying it on 
top of the first winrow. The grain 
dries perfectly by lying on top of 
the stubble. In threshing, Mr. Hau¬ 
ser has been using a loader with an 
elevator which runs along under the 
winrow and lifts the grain into the 
loader. By a patent arrangement the 
gram is unloaded from the loader at 
the separator in neat stacks. Mr. 
Plauser’s plan is to perfect a com¬ 
bination of the loader and thresher.

In the prairie provinces consider¬ 
able care in the housing of swine is 
usually necessary during the winter 
to prevent them from becoming stiff. 
This condition seldom becomes so 
serious that the pig cannot stand and 
in such leases it is seldom possible to 
save the animal. Perhaps the least 
care is required when a small num¬ 
ber of pigs are sleeping at a straw- 
pile. In guarding against the stiff¬ 
ening condition it is w r ell to keep in 
mind the conditions found at the 
straw pile, namely a dry comfortable 
bed afforded by abundance of bed¬ 
ding, plenty of ventilation, shelter 
from the wind and a reasonable 
of exercise. If more than eight or 
ten pigs are together, they often pile 
up during cold weather, and those 
underneath become too warm and 
damp with steam, then when coming 
out’ to feed, suffer from the cold. 

A great deal of money has been 
lost in feeding pigs for market dur¬ 
ing the winter months and the hous¬

eternal chain), and it suggested anoth¬ 
er idea—viz. Might not there be a con¬ 
nection between the sun spot and the 
date of birth on the statue? 

Colonel Granville sprang from his 
chair. He was confident that he had 
made an important discovery. What 
that discovery would lead to was an¬ 
other matter. He had little expecta¬ 
tion that it would work out his first 
conceptions which had come from the 
letter he had read, but he hoped it 
might solve the mystery of the statue 
and the date inscribed upon it. He 
was not long in inferring that on the 
day, hour and minute recorded on the 
statue the sun spot would rest on a 
part of the wall which would give 
some information or injunction intend¬ 
ed by the man who had erected the 
statue. 

The inscription gave the year, which

other thing that puzzled the owners of 
the Granville estate. The only in¬ 
scription on the statue, or, rather its 
pedestal, is the date of Richard Gran¬ 
ville’s birth. And not only is the date 
given, but the hour and minute. 

Of all topics connected with the 
statue probably the given of this mi¬ 
nute information was most discussed 
No one who saw it could remember 
having seen any memorial giving either 
the hour and minute of a birth or the 
hour and minute of a death. But one 
generation after another passed away 
and no plausible reason for either the 
statue or its singular inscription was 
suggested. 

During the civil war Elwood Gran¬ 
ville, the owner of the estate at that 
time, fought for the maintenance of 
the system in the introduction of which 
his progenitor took so important a part 
Colonel Granville was a religious man 
and one of those who traced authority 
for slavery from the Bible. After the 
war he returned to his plantation and 
began to run it anew under the system 
that had been born during the struggle. 

A few papers that had belonged to 
the original Granville were handed 
down through his descendants. They

On the South Carolina coast stands 
one of those imposing colonial edifices 
for which that state is famous. It was 
built during the times when the south¬ 
ern settlers, requiring laborers to work 
on their tobacco plantations, were 
importing large cargoes of African ne¬ 
groes, who were held as slaves. It is 
of brick, with large pillars in front, 
and, considering its age, is in a re¬ 
markable^ state of preservation. This 
is because a recent owner has put it 
in repair. 

Like other houses of its kind dating 
back to the seventeenth century, it was 
built out of the proceeds of negroes 
captured in Africa and sold as slaves 
in America. But the slaves trade and 
its twin brother, piracy, were not in 
that day deprecated as they are, or 
rather, would be today. He who built 
the house referred to become one of 
the most prominent men of his time. 
Richard Granville was not his name 
but in bringing out the antecedents of 
his descendants is a far safer name 
to use than his own. He began life as 
a sailor, visiting every country where 
there was trading to be done, and a 
few of his older slaves,, who were house 
servants and thus enabled the more 
readily to become conversant with his 
servants, handed down a tradition 
that their master started his fortune 
in piracy. 

Be this as it may, up to the middle 
of the last century his descendants did 
not deny that much of his money had 
been made in the slave trade. In his 
old age his conscience troubled him, 
and those who were nearest him said 
that he desired to make some repara 
tion for his misdeeds. He had a statue 
of himself made of bronze and set it 
up on a pedestal in a bay window of 
his libarary. The left hand rests on an 
anchor, and the right hold a sextant 
not a mock sextant a real one,, though 
not of brass, but of the same material 
as the statue. He left orders that no 
headstone should mark his grave, and 
it was supposed that he intended the 
statue as a substitute for one. At any 
rate, no one now knows where he is 
buried. 

Different generations of his descend¬ 
ants discussed the statue and wonder- 
eel at the whim which led their progen 
itor to erect it. One thing about it ex¬ 
cited special attention. Every morn¬ 
ing the sun, shining in upon it, strikes 
the eyepiece of the sextant and, pass¬ 
ing through the tube, casts a solar 
image on the opposite wall. The track 
of this round spot of light changes 
with the season, traversing a slightly 
different path each day.

could be of no importance since the 
sun traverses the same apparent path 
annually; the day, June 17; the hour, 
10 o’clock, and the minute, the twen¬ 
ty-fifth. In order words, if this were 
the true explanation, on June 17, at 
twenty-five minutes after 10 o’clock, 
the position of the sun spot would 
mean something. It could not refer to 
10 oclock at night for an obvious rea¬ 
son. 

It was early in April when Colonel 
Granville hit upon this possible ex¬ 
planation, Nearly two months of wait¬ 
ing would be necessary before the spot 
would reach a position corresponding 
with thedate The colonel, too impa¬ 
tient to defer investigation for what 
seemed to him so long a period, was 
cag^r to get a computer to come and 
calculate where the spot would be on 
the given day. But he knew of no one 
at hand who would be able to make 
the calculation. Besides, he had no 
desire to suffer the obloquy such an 
act would cast upon him, for when he 
stopped to think he was forced to ad¬ 
mit that no more chemericall idea could 
enter the brain of man. 

So he was obliged to wait and while 
waiting planning an excuse for what 
he proposed to do. He determined to 
make a hole in the wall where the sun 
spot rested on the 17th of June at 
twenty-five minutes past 10 in the 
-morning, and he proposed to tell the 
household that he was looking for a 
convenient location for a chimney he 
was thinking of building. Every day 
afte^ that the colonel watched the 
Blwement of the spot with keen inter¬ 
est, and at the end of the month he 
could calculate pretty nearly where it 
would fall on the 17th of June. How 
ever, he waited till the date came 
round. 

v Now, on the 17th of June the sun 
stands very high, practically at the 
highest point during the year. Con¬ 
sequently the spot was at the lowest 
point. In fact, it rested on the floor.

condition’ There are two main 
ids open pen feeding' and crate fat- 
ening. Of the two there is little ques¬ 
tion but that the later is he better 
mehod and we will devote our re¬ 
marks to it particularly. 

The birds, are confined to slated 
crates about six feet long, eighteen 
inches wide and eighteen inches high. 
They are usually divided into three 
compartments, each one holding three 
or four birds. This latter will depend 
on the size of the birds. The size of 
the whole crate may be modified to 
suit conditions. The fattening should 
be done in as warm a place as is 
available. For convenience in clean¬ 
ing it is well to have the crates raised 
from the ground about three feet. 

Before placing the birds in the 
crates each individual bird should be 
thoroughly dusted with a good louse 
powder. It might be well to state at 
this point that it is only profitable 
to feed cockerels which are healthy. 

The question of feed is an import¬ 
ant one, However it is not necessary 
to buy expensive prepored feeds. The 
grains which are grown on the farm 
vcill be found very satisfactory. One 
of the best oats, ground very fine. 
Some ground wheat or barley might 
also be added with giod results. The 
ground grain Should be mixed to a 
fairly thin paste with milk or butter¬ 
milk. If these are not available wat¬ 
er could be used but the results will 
nit be so good. The rate of gain and

Feeding should be dine twice a day 
at regular times. For the amount, of 
fed a good rule to follow is this. 
Playe the feed in the trough and al¬ 
low the birds to eat for twenty min¬ 
utes. At the end if this time remove 
trio trough. Overfeeding is dangerous 
.ml results in loss of a petite and con- 
sequnt. loss of weight. It will not be 
nocessay to water te birds if the feed 
is right. 

The period of feeding will be from 
sixteen to twenty days, deending 
largely on the birds themselves. 

The cockerels shold be starved for 
a lay before killing. Sticking through 
the mouth and dry plucking is the 
approved method of handling before 
marketing.
